H is pleasing to read of Ihe programs being arranged by 


many cifies and towns for the celebration of the coming 
fourth of July, and reassuring to know thai the celebration: 
this year will in the great majority of cases lack one elemen 
that has usually been conspicuous—fireworks. A great many 
(owns and municipalities have decided that these shall be left 
out this year, and if there are any'that have not yet reachec 
iiiis decision they will do well to follow suit. 


There are various reasons for this action. One is that the 


drift away from the unrestricted use of fireworks and explo- 
sives on the Fourth of July has been pronounced in recent 
years. Many communities have reached the conclusion that 
.the. injuries and damages resulting from a too free use of 
• powder amount fo more than all the benefits derived, and thai 
(here are safer and saner ways in which to show forth (he 
patriotic spirit. 
In numerous cities this course has been 


adopted in the last few years, and one of the results has, been 
' ii conservation of life and limb that was altogether gratifying. 


And there is another important reason for the elimination 


of fireworks this year. The country is at war with a govern- 
ment which has many representatives here. The great ma- 
jority of these people'would make no (rouble under any cir- 
cumstances, but there is .reason to believe that among thejii 
arc daring individuals who would not hesitate to work ruin to 
properly, and even to endanger life, if a favorable opportunity 
were to be presented. And no opportunity for this brand of 
infamy could be more inviting, than an old-fashioned celebra- 
tion of'the Fourth of July. 


For these and other reasons sensible communities will 


.eliminate fireworks and firearms this year and present pro- 
grams which will be both entertaining and safe. There will 
be parades, with floats for the business men, athletic contests, 
automobile excursions for children, patriotic speeches and 
music, the programs containing features which will be of in- 
terest to old and young.' 'Arid with it all, danger will be kept 
at the minimum and (he people will be much better oft" and 
happier the next day. 


In past 'years the list of'Fourth of July casualties-has too 


greatly resembled the report of a battle. As staled, this evil 
has been greatly reduced already, and this year it is bound to 
be of insignificant proportions. The determination to rid the 
coming Fourth of its old-lime dangers, as well as of (he new 
dangers-thai have arisen, is altogether,wise. There will be no 
lack of the display of patriotism, and there will be sanity and 
safeLy for all communities that adopt a program (he wisdom 
/ of which is beyond all question.

The curtailment of passenger train 


service on Die railroads entering Hoa- 
tbn scheduled to become effective tills 
morning on the Boston and Maine sys- 
tem, has nroused dissatisfaction and 
unrest among the locomotive engin- 
eers, firemen, conductors and brakemcu 
of tho "lilg Four" brotherhoods, "ac- 
cording to the local chairman and mem 


j bei s uf the general committee of the 


organization. 


A majority of the men affected be- 


lieve that the- railroads "are hitting 
buck", at tho organizations because of 
tho enforcement of tho basic eight- 
hour diiy and that the curtihncnt pro- 
gram is simply and puroly u re tali lory 
measure.

'As .soon .as tho robbery was dlHcov 
ered the Austrian government com 
iminlcatcd by secret wireless with Oer 
lacb and his accomplice, who huVrlcd 
out of Italy. 


The same tribunal which pronounced 


Iho above KcnLcnccs dealt drastically 
with four other conspirators in the 
general Austrian plot to tlclvu Into, the 
secrets of Italy. 


One Valciitl was sentenced to
